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Two-Station Wired Intercom System 

OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Two-Station Wired 
Intercom System iets you have private 
conversations in your home, office, or 
shop and is convenient for monitoring 
activities in another part of the house, 
such as a baby’s room. 

The compact, easy to instaii system in- 
ciudes one master station, one remote 
station (with a 66-foot (20m) intercon- 
necting cable), and staples for fasten- 
ing the cable to a wall, floor, or 
baseboard. 

Note: The system is for indoor use 
only. 

Your system’s features include: 

Station-to-Station Call — alert tones 
sound at each station to prompt a user 
to respond. You can use the remote 
station to signal the master station, 
even when the system is off. 

Master Station Volume Control — 

lets you adjust the volume of both sta- 
tions from the master station for differ- 
ent situations. 

Wail-Mounting Option — lets you 
save desk space by wall-mounting 
both intercom stations. 


INSTALLING A 
BATTERY 

Your system uses one 9-volt battery 
(not supplied) for power. We recom- 
mend a RadioShack alkaline battery. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of 
the required size and recommended 
type. 

1 . Place the master station (the sta- 
tion with the large volume control) 
face up, then insert a coin into the 
slot between the top and bottom of 
the case and twist the coin to 
open the case. Lift off and remove 
the case’s bottom. 



2. Snap the battery connector over 
the 9V battery’s terminals. 
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3. Put the battery inside the case. 



4. Snap the case haives together. 



When the system’s voiume decreases 
or distorts, repiace the battery. 

Warning: Dispose of an oid battery 
promptiy and properiy. Do not burn or 
bury it. 

Caution: if you do not pian to use the 
system for a month or ionger, remove 
the battery. A battery can ieak chemi- 
cais that can destroy eiectronic parts. 

CONNECTING THE 
STATIONS 

Choose the most convenient iocations 
for the master and remote stations. 
You can piace them on a desk or sheif, 
or mount them on a wail. 

Plug the connector on one end of the 
supplied 66 foot (20m) cable into the 
remote station’s jack. Plug the connec- 


tor on the other end of the cable into 
the master station’s jack. 

Notes: 

• Be sure to route the cable so it will 
not be pinched by doors or 
stepped on. 

Use the supplied mounting staples 
to hold the cable in place. Simply 
position the cable between the 
prongs of each staple you need, 
then gently tap the staple with a 
hammer until the staple’s gray 
coating touches the wall. 

* To install the stations more than 
66 feet (20m) apart, you can make 
a connecting cable of 22 gauge 
wire and two Vs-inch (3.5-mm) 
conductor plugs (not supplied, 
available at your local RadioShack 
store). 

WALL MOUNTING 

For wall mounting, you need two flat- 
head screws (not supplied) with heads 
that fit into the keyhole slots on the bot- 
tom of the base. 

Drill two holes 2% inch- 
es (61mm) apart. Then 
thread a screw into 
each hole, letting the 
heads extend about ®/32 
inch (4mm) from the 
wall. 
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Align the keyhole slots with the mount- 
ing screws and slide the station down- 
ward to secure it. 

OPERATION 

To send a loud tone to the remote sta- 
tion, make sure the system is off by ro- 
tating VOLUME clockwise until it clicks, 
then press TALK. 

To talk from the master station, rotate 
VOLUME counterclockwise until it 
clicks to turn it on, then hold down 
TALK and speak about 8 inches from 
the station in a normal voice. Release 
TALK to hear the response. Rotate 
VOLUME counterclockwise or clock- 
wise to increase or decrease the listen- 
ing level. 

To save battery power when the sys- 
tem is not in use, rotate VOLUME clock- 
wise until it clicks. 

To monitor activity at the remote sta- 
tion, rotate the master station’s VOL- 
UME counterclockwise until it clicks. 
Adjust VOLUME as necessary to hear 
sounds through the master station’s 
speaker. 

To send a loud tone to the master sta- 
tion when it is turned off, press CALL. 

To talk from the remote station, speak 
about 8 inches from the station in a 
normal voice. Listen to hear the re- 
sponse from the master station. 


Notes: 


The master station must be turned 
on for the remote station to work. 


• Do not press CALL while talking or 
listening to the master station. 


CARE 


To enjoy your intercom system for a 
long time: 

• Keep the system dry. If it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the system only in normal 
temperature environments. 


• Handle the system gently and 
carefully. Don’t drop it. 


Keep the system away from dust 
and dirt. Wipe the system with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 


Modifying or tampering with the inter- 
com system's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and invalidate its 
warranty. If your system is not perform- 
ing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
